The Pistrict of Columbia Makes a Grand 
Display of Patriotism. 
Wasnincron, November 13.—The democrats 
of this city and vicinity celebrated the election 
of Cleveland and Hendricks to-night by a 
grand torchlight procession. At least 6,000 
men were in line, about five hundred of whom 
wer mounted. The greatest number of 
these were residents ef Washington and 
Georgetown, but a large number were from 
and Maryland. They marched in 
platcon of eight and occupied nearly three 
querters of an hour in passinga given point. 
‘The route of the procession was from the cap- 
itol by way of Pennsy'vania dvenue to. the 
northwestern section of the city, passing the 
democratic congressional cominittee rooms, 
Mr. W. W, Corcoran’s house, 
end the house of Chairman 
Luttrell, of the district democratic coimittee, 
at cach of which places the column passed in 
review before prominent democrats. Private 
houses and stores along the route. were illu- 
minated, and the residence of such prominent 
demecrats as Mr. Corcoran and Mr. Merrick, 
were decorated and hung with Chinese lan- 
terns from roof to pavement. Crowds 
of spectators were massed on 
the side walks all along the route of 
procession, and greeted the column as it moved 
with cheers and waving of hats and handker- 
chiefs. Colored fires were burned at intervals 
aleng the route, and rockets and other fire- 
vhs were used liberally, giving great bril- 
aney tothe scene. The transparencies car- 
{in the procession bore devices which have 
me familiar during the campaign and 
sinve, and a large assortment of 
living and of pictured roosters evoked the en- 
thusiastic plaudits of the spectators. Every 
second manin the column carried brooms. 
The crowd cheered themselves hoarse as_ they 
passed the different reviewing stends, and 
along the streets shouted the names of the 
ocratic standard-bearers, aud various 
ch-pbrazes of the campaign. A singular 
feature of the celebration was that Biaine’s 
magnificent new manson, about which so 
much was written during the campaign, 
wos brilliantly illuminated. It is leased from 
Blaine by Mr. Deiter, of Chicago, who is a 
democrat. While the procession was passing 
through the part of the city in which a great 
meny hegroes reside, a colored man 
pti ding in the crowd on the side 
Wik, without any provocation, 
shot into the column of moving men, the bullet 
striking a torch-bearer named Sullivan in the 
temple. He fell in the ranks and a number 
of vrocessionists charged the crowd of colored 
men, who surrounded the man who did the 
sheoting. The latter ran, and in the confusion 
the murderer escaped, but was afterwards cap- 
tured by the police and locked up in the station- 
house.

HOW THE VOTE IS Cast. 

According to the constitution ‘‘the president 
of the senate shall, in the presence of the sen- 
ate and house of representatives, open all the 
certificates of the electoral vote, and the votes 
sballthen be counted.” By the revised stat- 
utes the governor ofeach state is required to 
prepare in triplicate the list of the electors 
chosen in his state and “cause them to be de- 
livered to the electors on or before the day on 
which they are required to meet.””. They innust 
meet on the first Wednesday in December ‘‘at 
such place as the legislature -shall direct,” 
and, in fact, they meet atthe different state 
capitals. 

The electoral votes are directed by law to be 
opened and counted on the second Wednesday 
in February. 

Now Blaine men here arsert that when the 
electoral certificates of New York are opened 


it will appear that there aretwo such sets of 


certificates, because the Blaine men in New 
York will send a set of their own to the acting 
vice president, who is in this case Senator Ed- 
munds. Thereupon they hope for a great row, 
and a more or legs accurate repetition of the 
scenes of 1876-7. Itis openly said. that Mr. 
Carr, secretary of state of New York, and 
Blaine candidate for the gubernatorial nomi- 
nation, has engaged to certify Blaine electoral 
certificates with the great seal of the state.

New York, November 13.—It is stated that 
another quarrel has occurred between Mr. 
Blaine and his managers, and that telegrams 
from the plumed knight received during the 
evening had stirred up a considerable amount 
of feeling. The contents could not be learned, 
but it is said that he disagrees with them on 
many material points in their recent manage- 
ment of his interests, and again reproaches 
them for their cardinal blunder of keeping him 
away too long from New York before the elec- 
tion.

THEINVENTORS’ EXHIBITION. 


A Grand International Exhibition of the 
Inventions of the Century, 

New York, November 13.—It is officially 
announced, through Britsh consulate, that an 
international invention exhibition will be 
held in London in 1885. It will be under the 
patronage of the queen, the presidency of the 
prince of Wales, and the management of an 
executive council, composed of eminent Kng- 
lishmen. It will be opened in May at the 
Royal Horticultural gardens, South Kensing- 
ton, and will reman open until the end of the 
year. In order that American inventions may 
occupy a prominent place in this 
universal exhibition, ‘the latest date for 
receiving applications for space has been 
extended to December 31, 1884, The exhibi- 
tion will consist of two grand -divisions, each 
of which will be subdivided into groups and 
classes. The first division, devoted to inven- 
tions, will embrace apparatus, appliances, pro- 
cesses, and products invented or brought into 
use since 1862, when the great World’s fair 
was held in the Crystal Palace. The object 
of this collection is to show the progress that 
has been made during the last quarter of a 
century in the applications of scientific discov- 
eries tothe purposes of daily life. There is 
ample scope for the display of American 1In- 
genuity, as the exhibits will not be limited to 
important mechanical apparatus and the 
utilization of natural products, but will also 
include Yankee notions of all descriptions. 
The second division will bedevoted to music 
in all its branches, chiefly musical instru- 
ments invented since the beginning of the 
present century. Historic collections of 
musical instruments,and of pictures represent- 
ing musical snbjects will ° form 
an incidental feature of this exhibition. 
Medals in gold, silver and 
bronze, and diplomas of honor wil! be awarded 
on the recommendations of juries. Although 
the exhibition will not be open until May, the 
intervening months will be fully occupied 
with the necessary ga yee by the mana- 

ers and exhibitors. allotment of space 
is ove of the first essentials, and for this, not- 
withstanding the extension of time is limited, 
acting in the spirit of international comity and 
of the wishes of his government, the British 
consul in New York, expresses the desire that 
the inventors, manufacturers and others 
throughout the United States will immedi- 
iately make spplication for the space they re- 
quire in the exhibition buildings.

THE REQUIUM FOR THE DEAD. 
A Solemn Session of the Plenary Council ta 
Baltimore, 

Battimore, Md., Novembrr 13.—There was 
no legis'ative session of the plenary council 
to-day, services being held at the Cathedral, 
where a requium mass for deceased prelates 
was solemnized.

The venerable 
Archbishop Kenrick was scarcely able to ofli- 
ciate at this last ceremony, his feeble condi- 
tion compelling him to pause several times 
whilst reciting the prayers.

GUARDING THE GREAT PORT. 


The Authorities of New York Taking Action 
Against the Cholera, 

ALbany, November 13.—The governor to- 

day transmitted to the state board of health a 

long communication from the national board 


of healtb, on the subject of cholera. Imme- 
diately upon its receipt Dr. Alfred Ludlow 
Carroll, secretary and executive officerof the 
state board of health, issued the following: 

The local health officers and boards of health are 
bereby apprized that the rapid advauce of cholera 
in Europe threatens an invasion of this country, 
which may occur at any moment, and are notified 
that the state board of health expects the strict 
performance of the duties im posed 
upon them by law. Among 
these duties are the determination 
of the period of quarantine of vessels, vehicles or 
persons arriving irom an infected locality, the 
regulation of the interior, the suppression and re- 
moval oi nuisances, the examination of places 
where the conditions are dangervus to the public 
health, whether known or believed to exist, and 
to report promptly to the state board of health all 
facts rela:ing to the epidemic disease, and to re- 
quire suck isolation aud quarantining of persons, 
vessels and sources of infection as+hball be necessa.- 
ry; in brief, to use all possible means 
to avert the introduction or to 
preyent the spread of an epidemic 
as disastrous as cholera. These duties are not dis- 
cretionary with the local bourds of health. The 
law is mendatory, and evasion or neglect will not 
be tolerated in the face of the danger which men 
aces the country. Experience has shown that 
cholera poison does not extend where no filth 
favors its multiplication, and that the only way to 
correct its march is to remove all sources of pollu- 
tion of soil, air or water. In experimental con- 
taminations especially lies the greatest risk, and 
all such conditions must be at once removed. 
=~ ‘THE CHOLERA’S MARCH. 

The People of Paris Panic-Stricken The 
Spread of the Disease, 

Panis, November 13.—The cholera epidemic 
scems unquestionably to be spreading gradu- 
ally throughout the city. In spite of this, 
however, the people show no signs as yet of 
panic or fear. Precautions of every kind are 
being taken by the publie and individuals to 
impede, as far as possible, the deadly progress 
of the plague. On Monday one warehouse 
sold 20,000 yurds of red flannel, the wearing 
of which is suppose by many to 
be efficacious in guarding against contagion. 
Such of the troops and policemen as are de- 
tailed for night duty are given an allowance 
of rum in their coffee. Maay people have 
already left the city in the hope of getting 
beyond the fatal influence of the disease. 
Latterly the exodus has been increasing and 
a continuous string of vehicles can now be 
seen in the streets leading to the various rail- 
road stations filled with people eager to get 
at a safe distance from the city. 

Physicians are of opinion that people who 
are strong and healtby need have small fear 
of being attacked. None of the attendants at 
the hospitals have so far been seized with the 
dreadful malady. Many, theretore, consider 
the disease not contagious. Efforts were being 
made to put the slums in better sanitary con- 
dition by flushing them with water and car- 
bolic acid. Three cases of cholera have oc- 
curred at the police department in the pre- 
fecture. The conditions are such there that it 
is feared the disease will make 
rapid head way. The department 
contains prisoners who were awaiting trial, or 
who have already been sentencsd and have 
not yet been sent away to a place ef punish- 
ment, The rooms in which the prisoners are 
huddled together pell well are nauseous holes, 
in which searcely a ray of daylight can pene- 
trate. They are extremely filthy and reek with 
the foulest odors. The bed linen,such as it is, 
is seldom cleaned. These disgraceful quarters 
are now being surprised with a thorough 
cleaning and disinfection. A single death 
from cholera has occurred in each of the out- 
lying villages of Aubervilliers, Clichy, Bou- 
logne and Pantin. The Spaniards who had 
been residing in Paris have hurried back to 
Spain to avoid quarantine. Numerous fugi- 
tives from Paris are stated to have arrived at 
Genoa. It is believed that the number of 
cases of eholera at Toulon in the fresh out- 
break of the epidemic has been understated 
through the iofluence of the hotel keepers, 
who, of course, bave had a dreadfully 
bad season. At Marseilles three 
friars of the Ecole chretienne have 
died of cholera. In consequence of this the 
Ecole bas been closed. It 1s reported that 
Austria will establish a sanitary. cordon at the 
fror.tier. 

rHE PaY’S DEATHS. 

From Midnight to noon to-day there were 
23 deaths from cbolera in-Paris, 19 of which 
occurred in hospitals. Revised reports for 
yesterday gives a total of 81 deaths, all but 
twenty of which occurred in the hospitals. 
84 fresh cages were received in hospitals yes- 
terday. 

At six p. m., fifty-eight deaths from cholera 
are reported to have occurred since midnight, 
of which number thirty were in the city 

sroper, the remainder being in the hospitals. 
Iwo desths are reported at Oran, Algiers. 

In Toulon, one fresh case of cholera and 
one death has been reported to-day. In con- 
sequence of the pt age indignation at the 
filthy condition of the city the municipal au- 
thorities are having the streets and gatters 
cleened. The sanitary condition of the city 
is thereby being greatly improved.

ALEXanpDria, November 13.—A governnient 
clerk from Khartoum has arrived here, 
He states that General Gordon has made fre- 
quent attacks upon the Mahdi’s freoes and 
created fearful havoc among them. The 
Mahdi, he says, has ordered his troops not to 
kill General Gordon if they have an oppor- 
tunity, but totake him prisoner that he may 
be used asa hostage to secure the surrender 
of Arabi Pasha.

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NEW YORE STOOGKS.

NEW YORK, November 15.—The stock market, 
with the exception of one or two slight reactions, 
was strong throughout the day, and towards the 
close speculation was positively buoyant, The 
rise in carly dealings was due chiefly to purchases 
by local traders and foreign bankers, the latter 
having bought freely to fill orders received by ca- 
ble.

THE COTTON MARKREETS.
